trast to the disordered flight from the city 
during the foreign investment after the 
Boxer rising. 

The ceremony was extremely well ordered, 
and impressed upon the foreign observer the 
deep reverence of | the Chinese for their sov- 
ereigns.

A thousand Chinese noblemen in gorgeous 
attire attended the Emperor, the Empress 
Dowager, Prince Chun, and the young Em- 
press and several Princes, who were borne 
on gorgeous palanquins. Their immediate 
escort carried hundreds of gay banners and 
slik umbrellas. The troops of Yuan Shih 
Kali, the new Viceroy of Chill, marched be- 
fore the Emperor's chair. The foreigu com- 
munity assembled on top of the Chien Nen 


gate. 
Tradition Sadly Shattered. 
Of chief significance was the complete 
effacement of the traditional deification of 
Chinese royalty. Foreigners were given

‘Emperor and the Dowager Empress entered 
the temple to offer thanks for theirsafe jour- 
ney, was nothing less than revolutionary, 
when viewed in the light of all Chinese cus- 
toms. The horseshoe wall, forming the 
ancient gate, was crowded with Europeans, 
diplomats, army Officers, missionaries, wom- 
en, photographers, and correspondents. 


Take Snapshots of Emperor. 
When the Emperor and the Dowager Em- 
press arrived at the temple the procession 
halted and their Majesties alighted from 
their chairs, which were covered with im- 
perial yellow silk and lined with sables. The 
Emperor proceeded to the Temple of the God 


of War on the west side of the plaza, with 


hundreds of foretgners peering down only 
forty feet above him, and dozens of cameras 
were focused upon the son of heaven. When 
he returned his chair ‘was borne through the 
gate. 

Then the chair of the Dowager Empress 
was brought to the doorway of the Temple 
of the Goddess of Mercy, on the east side of 
the plaza, and the Dowager Empress ap- 
peared. Amid a great scuffling of attend- 
ants she proceeded into the temple on the 
arms of two officials, followed by a company 
of Buddhist priests bearing offerings. 


Looks Up at Foreign Envoys. 
The spectators then heard the booming of 
After an interval of five 
minutes the Dowager Empress reappeared. 
Standing in the doorway of the temple, she 
looked upward. Directly overhead were the 
German Minister, Dr. Mumm von Schwarzen- 
stein, the secretaries of the German Lega- 
tion, the officers and women from the Ameri- 
can garrison. The Dowager Empress saw 
the foreigners and bowed low. She ad- 
vanced a few steps and bowed again in ac- 
knowledgment of the salutations of the 
foreigners. She returned to her chair, look- 
ing upward to the semi-circle of foreign 
faces, and bowing repeatedly. 


Chinese Remain Bowed Down. 

In the meantime the Chinese soldiers, 
Manchu bannermen, and minor officials, who 
had crowded the plaza, were reverently 
kneeling. The two arches at the sides of the 
ancient gateway framed hundreds of faces 
of Chinese coolies, who, emboldened by the 
presence of foreigners, ventured to gaze upon 
their rulers. This incident constituted a 
most sharp contrast with the old régime, 
when neither diplomats nor natives were 
permitted to view the passage of royal per- 
sonages along thestreets. |

The streets from the Machiapo station to

Himself as Commonwealth

Throwing back 
his coat he displayed a large star. This was 
all the credential he needed with the maid. 
She told him to walk in, and when he started 
to* go over the wires she returned to the 
kitchen where she was at work. Twenty 
minutes later the young man called to her 
that he was through and ready to leave. 

“I don't think that I can do anything 
more here today,“ he said as he was ready to 
depart. *‘ Everything seems to be in first- 
rate order.

Hammond Packing Company 
Agent Charged with Try- 
ing to Buy. Michigan 
Food Commissioner. 


IN TRAP AT KALAMAZOO. 


Charles H. Thompson Arrested 
After Paying Money to Offi- 
cial While Hidden Wit- 
nesses Hear Talk. 


OTHERS MAY BE PROSECUTED 


Kalamazoo, Mich., Jan. 7,—[{Special.J— 
Charles H. Thompson of Chicago, who is 
connected with the Hammond Packing com- 


pany in an important capacity, will appear 


on Wednesday morning to answer a charge 
of bribery in trying to secure for his com- 
pany protection in selling oleomargarine in 
Michigan. State Food Commissioner Will- 
jam B. Snow is the complaining witness. 

Thompson was arrested on Monday night 
soon after coming here from Chicago to meet 
Snow. He spent part of the night in jail, 
but was allowed to go to the Michigan Cen- 
tral train at 2 o'clock this morning to meet 
friends from Chicago, to whom he had pre- 
viously telephoned, and he has since been 
allowed much liberty, being kept, however. 
under the surveillance of a Sheriff's officer. 

The arrest of Thompson had dramatic 
features. Sheriff Shipman took Thompson 
into custody just after the packing com- 
pany’s agent is alleged to have paid over 
$126 to Snow in accordance with an arrange- 
ment which the latter had lured Thompson 
into making. 


Concealed Witnesses Hear Agreement. 


It is stated by Snow that concealed wit- 

‘nesses heard Thompson's conversation and 
saw him pay over the money. The arrest 
was made in Snow’s house. After Thompson 
had paid over the money, Mr. Snow went to 
a door leading into another room and opened 
it. This was a signal that had been agreed 
upon, and Sheriff Shipman walked into the 
room. 
Let me introduce you to Sheriff. Ship- 
man, said. Mr. Snow to Thompson. The 
Chicago man kept his nerve and shook hands 
with the Sheriff, taking his arrest coolly. 

There is an interesting chain of events 
leading up to the culmination in the arrest 

of Thompson. Mr. Snow had his suspicions 
aroused that there was something doing 
in efforts to sell oléomargarine in Michigan 
and he put out a feeler that resulted in 
‘bringing bim into communication with the 
Hammond company’s employés. 


Sales Agent Meets een, 
Wuüllam H. Turncliffe, who was a deputy | 
under Food Commissioner Grosvenor, but is 
now sales agent for Michigan of the Ham- 
mond Packing company, approached. Mr. 
Snow and finally had him meet Thompson. 
The latter came to Snow's house in this city 
on Dec. 17 and agreed to give the Food Com- 
missioner one-half cent a pound on all sales 
of oleomargarine in Michigan, adhd he said 
the sales would run from 25,000 to 60,000 
pound a month. In return Mr. Snow was 
expected to see that the prosecutions against | 
the Hammond company for selling oleomar- 
garine came out to the advantage of the 
company. 

The $126, for the payment of which Thomp- 
son was arrested, was Snow’s “ rake off 
from Dec. 17 to January at the half-cent rate. 


How Evidence Was Secured. 


When Snow first had his suspicions aroused 
he commenced some prosecutions wihch had 
hardly satrted until he was called up from 
Hammond over the long distance telephone 
by a man who gave his name as Jorace, but 
who, it is alleged, afterwards turned out to 
be Turncliffe. The man at the other end of 
the telephone sald he would like to see Mr. 
Snow and have a talk with him. The Com- 
missioner led him on and an appointment 
was made to meet at South Bend. 

Acting on advice of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney here, Mr. Snow had the place of meet- 
ing changed to Niles, and there, in the Pike 
House, he met Turncliffe on Stinday, Dec. 15. 

The talk was guarded on the part of Turn- 
cliffe, who tried to induce Mr. Snow to make 
a proposition.

UNITED STATES SAILORS CLASH 
WITH CZAR’S SOLDIERS. 


Commander of Garrison Makes a Form- 
al Complaint to Minister Conger and 
the State Department at Washington 
Is Notifiied—International Complica- 

‘tions May Follow — Men from the 
Vicksburg the Ones Accused, but No 
Details Are Given Regarding Affray. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—[{Special.]— 
Several serious conflicts at arms have oc- 
curred at New Chwang, China, between 
American bluejackets and Rusisan soldiers, 
and the Russian government regards the 
situation as so alarming that it has made 
complaint to the United States. 

News of this entirely unexpected inter- 
national incident came to the State depart- 
ment today in a cable dispatch from Edwin 
H. Conger, United States Minister at Pekin. 
Mr. Conger said there had been three clashes 
in which one Russian soldier was wounded 
and the Russian Minister at Pekin made 
representations to him protesting against 
the conduct of the American sailors. 

The dispatch was sent to the Secretary of 
the Navy, who cabled instructions to Com- 
mander Edward B. Barry of the gunboat 
Vicksburg to make every effort to report the 
circumstances connected with the case. 


Officials Learn No Details.. 

No details of the incident are obtainable 
here. The officials concerned are exceeding- 
ly reticent. Most of them profess no concern 
over the affair, and wor the belief that it 
will be adjusted. 

The Vicksburg, . by Command- 
er Barry, is the only American warship at 
New Chwang. It is there in winter quar- 
ters. 

New Chwang is a port in northern China 
held by Russia, and is garrisoned by a large 
body of soldiers. The Vicksburg carries 122 
officers and men. It is one of the smallest 
vessels in the navy, haying a displacement 
of only 1,000 tons.

Always Friendly to Russians. 

Surprise was expressed by officers over the 
outbreak, as American bluejackets always 
fraternized with Russians. The American 
seaman has a particular antipathy to the 
British and German man-o’-war man, and sel- 
dom loses an opportunity to get into a fight 
with him. 

In naval circles the clash at New Chang 
is regarded as the most serious outbreak 
since the great fight at Nagasaki in the 808 
between American and British seamen. The 
United States ship Enterprise was then an- 
chored in Nagasaki harbor with two Brit- 
ish men-of-war. A shore liberty party from 
the Enterprise met a large contingent of the 
English and a fight began. In the morning 
word was brought to the “apg gone that its 
men were being worsted. i

British Trade Shows Decrease. 
Official statistics of the foreign trade of 
the United Kingdom in 1901 are published. 
The figures show a decrease both in im- 
ports and exports. The year’s Imports were 
valued at £522,238,086 (82,611. 194,980), a de- 
crease of £836,177, and exports were £280,- 
498,889, a decrease of £10,693,107. The fall- 
ing off in exports is mainly accounted for 
by the lower value of coal in 1900. 

The year’s trade returns are generally re- 
garded as satisfactory. It is, however, ad- 
mitted that Great Britain is losing its posi- 
tion in the production of metal goods. The 
falling off is attributed to American and 
German competition and the hampering re- 
strictions of the trade union system. 


Rosebery’s Attitude Upheld. 

Sir Edward Grey, speaking at Newcastle 
last night, eulogized Rosebery’s Chesterfield 
pronouncement. He advocated a large meas- 
ure of amnesty for the rebels of Cape Colony 
and this view is also taken by the Morning 
Post, which is usually a thick and thin sup- 
porter of the government.

At the station the 
Dowager Empress summoned Traffic Man- 
ager Foley and Superintendent Moffat of the 
railroad, the latter having driven the engine 
which drew the special train, and presented 
them to the Emperor, who thanked them 
for their services. 


Boxer Leaders in Favor. 

The imperial cavaicade then moved off at 
a swift trot, the Chinese cavalry in the lead. 
Then followed the great body of officials, rid- 
ing shaggy Mongolian ponies, the Manchu 
bannermen, the umbrella bearers, the spear- 
men, General Yuan Shi Kai in his newly be- 
stowed yellow jacket, and the Emperor, 
with eight bearers carrying his chair, and a 
guard of infantry marching on either side. 
Then came the Empress Dowager with an 
equally conspicuous entourage. The latter 
was followed by the Boxer chief and Prime 
Minister Jung Lu in a yellow chair. The 
Dowager Empress, Prince Chun, and the 
lesser officials were carried in yellow and 


green chalr s. | 


Soldiers Also Witnesses. 

While their Majesties passed the soldiers 
lining the route of the procession knelt down, 
holding their guns at present arms, and the 
buglers sounded their instruments continu- 
ally. Although the streets were kept empty 
thousands of Chinese crowded the elevations 
along the line of march, a thing never per- 
mitted before. | 

The soldiers of the American garrison sta- 
tioned here witnessed the spectacle from the 
parade ground opposite the entrance to the 
palace. The British troops, including the 
officers, were kept in their quarters. This 
occasioned much lamentation. The majority 
of the foreign Ministers here, including the 
British, American, French, and Russian 
representatives, absented themselves from 
the spectacle, but the ladies of the legations 
were entertained by Chinese officials on bal- 
conies along the line of march. 

It appears that the Empress Dowager or- 
dered that every courtesy be extended to the 
foreigners at Pekin and that the efforts to 


exciude them from witnessing the passage 


of the imperial cortége emanated from local 
officials. 
Court Arrives on Time. 

The court arrived at the palaée at 1:30 
o'clock, as scheduled, though the train was 
late at Machiapu, where the court was re- 
ceived by Prince Ching, Wang Wen Shao, 
Su Gu Fen, Chen Pi, civil Governor of Pekin; 
Generals Mayu Kun and Chiang, and other 
high dignitaries. | 

The most elaborate military precautions 
were taken. The published plans of the re- 
ception were changed, and alternate com- 
panies of Yuan Shih Kai’s and General Mayu 
Kun's soldiers occupied the route from the 
station to the palace. 


Pass Solid Wall of Soldiers. 

Altogether there were 2,000 soldiers guard- 
ing the line of the procesison from the Mach- 
lapu station. The gendarmerie with which 
Yuy Hu Yu Fen desired to guard the route 
were dispensed with in favor of soldiers. 

Inside the gate high officials were dis- 
tributed for a mile along the stone street 
leading directly to the palace. These in- 
cluded Princes, Dukes, members of the im- 
perial clan, the ix boards, the Censorate, 
the Colonial office, the Han-Lin College, 
Manchu Generals, Yamen officials, provin- 
cial officials, and gentry. Old men and sol- 
diers, all kneeling, stretched along the route 
to the Chien Nen gate, where the procession 
was viewed by a crowd of foreigners, 

Since her arrival at Pao Ting Fu the Em- 
press Dowager has been anxious to delay 
her departure for the capital until Jan. 10. 
But the importance of carrying out the orig- 
inal program was urged upon her, and the 
recent murders of missionaries at Pinglo, in 
Kansu, caused increased anxiety.

Steel Combine President Says System Is 
Good and Declares United States 
Will Control Commerce. 


PARIS, Jan. 8.—Le Journal prints a long 
interview this morning with Charles M. 
Schwab, President of the United States Steel 
corporation, who defends trusts as a neces- 
sary outcome of an advanced state of civ- 
llization. 

Mr. Schwab says the countries where trusts 

do not exist are destined to abandon the 
struggle for commercial supremacy. He 
says the trusts have nothing to fear from 
socialism, and that American workmen are 
better paid and happier under the trust sys- 
tem. When people earn good wages, he 
says, their rights do not trouble them. 

He said further that the commercial power 
‘of the United States was unlimited and un- 
limitable; it will mundate France with its 
products and force the French industrial 
classes to abandon the struggle. America 
is only beginning. The old world has no idea 
what the United States will become a quar- 
ter of a century hence. All here belongs to 
the middle ages.

SENATE MAJORITY FOR PALMA. 


Cuban Election Board Reports Nearly 
All Those Chosen Belong to Party 
of the President.

HAVANA, Jan. 7.—The Election board an- 
nounces that all the Senators chosen at the 
recent election, except those in Puerto 
Principe, are Palma men. In Puerto Prin- 
cipe all the probable Senators are Masoites.

PARIS, Jan. 7.—Baron d' Estournelles de 
Constant, the French diplomat, member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, and delegate of 
France to The Hague peace conference, who 
has accepted the invitation of the City of 
Chicago to make an address there on Feb. 
22, says he has strived for a long time past 
to draw the attention of Frenchmen to the 
miraculous progress of the United States.

IV MINE SHAFT. 


Many Caught Under Falling 
Ore at Negaunee and 
Probably Killed. 


WORK OF RESCUE PUSHED 


One Man Taken Out Alive and 
‘One Body Recovered—Hope 
for Others Is Slight. 


WATER RISING IN LEVEL. 


Negaunee, Mich., Jan. T7.—[Special.}— 
Seventeen miners are thought to have been 
killed in a fall of ore in the Negaunee mine 
at noon today. Had the accident occurred 
half an hour earlier or later the 100 men who 
were at dinner would have been killed. 

The names of the dead, so far as known, 
are: 

HUNLALLA, JACOB, married. 

PASCOE, JOHN, single. 


Only one body has been recovered, al- 
though 200 men are working desperately in 
the hope of finding some of the men impris- 
oned under the mass of fallen ore still alive. 


One Man Found Alive. 

Hunlalla's body was found soon after the 
work of rescue commenced, An hour later 
Dominic Basso was rescued alive, and only 
slightly injured. Basso’s story is as fol- 
lows: ; 

We were sitting around the pump at the 
bottom of the shaft when, without any warn- 
ing, thousands of tons of ore came down, I 
remembered no more until I heard the sound 
of picks and shovels in hands of rescuers 
and their shouts. I was in total darkness. 
What seemed ages to me were but minutes. 
When rescuers found me I was seventy-five 
feet from the place where I was sitting, and 
found myself in a drift. How I got there is 
a mystery,’ but can only be accounted for by 
the concussion of the wind.” 

Hundreds of men are at the mine eager to 
help in the work of rescue, but it is thought 
the other bodies cannot be found within 
twenty-four hours. 5 

Mine an Unlucky One. 

The Negaunee mine is one of the m un- 
lucky properties in the Lake Superior dis- 
trict. Much trouble has resulted in sinking 
and drifting from surplus water and quick- 
gands. It was at this mine that $1,000,000 
was recently expended to sink a shaft to the 
ledge. 

If the workmen are not rescued within 
the next ten or twelve hours all hope of get- 
ting them out alive will be abandoned. The 
officials would not make a statement as to 
the condition of the mine nor the number 
of men underground. They will not be able 
to tell until all the other workmen in that 
level report. - 

The men are under a large mass of dirt 
and broken timber. The lower portion of the 
shaft is so badly twisted that the cage will 
not operate within 100 feet of where the 
men are entombed. Cries for help were 
heard at the lowest point reached. 

The steam pipes leading to the under- 
ground pumps were broken and it is impos- 
sible to operate the pumps and, as the mine 
is the wettest in the iron country, the shaft 


is filling rapidly. The rescuers are striving | 


desperately to get to the damaged level be- 
fore the water reaches it. 
Two Die in Mine Explosion. 

Idaho Springs, Colo., Jan. 7.—As à result 
of a premature explosion of powder blasts 
in the Newhouse tunnel two men are dead. 
another is fatally injured, and two others 
are in a serious condition. The cause has 
not been positively determined, but it is 
thought the accident was caused by the 
tamping of a shot. .

As a result of these discoveries, and for 


the additional reason, that pedestrians are 
put to discomfort and merchants subjected 
to an unfair competition, the Judiciary com- 
mittee yesterday recommended for passage 
an order requiring the Commissioner of Pub- 


lic Works, the Superintendent of Streets, 


and the Commissioner of Buildings to re- 
move all booths and other obstructions from 
the streets. 


Order Includes All Booths. 
The first object of the investigation had 


reference to the booths under the elevated 
stations, but the order has been made gen- 


eral, and no merchant, according to ſts pro- 
visions, will be allowed to place obstructions 
in the streets or to display his goods more 
than three feet from the building line. 

The Investigating committee, of which Al- 
derman Foreman is chairman, found that in 
many cases where a booth is placed in front 
of a store the merchant had demanded and 
secured compensation from the vender, and 
generally it was considerably higher than 
the compensation secured by the city. 


City Gets Less than Owner. 

Five specific instances of this extortion 
were given by the committee, without using 
names or locations. These were said to be 
only examples of fifty or sixty similar cases. 
In these instances the Aldermen found: 

That one boothkeeper is paying $15 a 
month in the summer to the city and $25a 
month to a saloonkeeper in front of whose 
saloon his booth is located. 5 

That another is paying $10 a month to the 
city and $500 a year to the lessee of the 
premises in front of which his booth stands. 
That a third is paying $30 a month to the 
city and $25 a month to the storekeeper. 
That a fourth is paying $30 a month to the 
city and $75 a month to the storekeeper. 

That a fifth is paying $10 to the city and 
$25 to a storekeeper. | 3 


What the Committee Says. 


* 


“What right a storekeeper has to rent 


space in a public street is somewhat hara 
to discover,“ said the committee in its re- 
port. “At the rate we are going we may 
look forward to the time when some man 
will rent to an ambitious vender the right 
to build and occupy a booth at the intersec- 
tion of State and Madison streets, right in 
the middle of the street.” 8 

In discussing the conditions resulting from 
the competition of street venders with mer- 
chants who have stores and pay rental the 
committee said: 

The removal of obstructions from the 
sidewalks is so necessary as to require no 
argument. A scintilla of excuse might be 
found for the merchant who attempts to 
show his goods in the front of his store, but 
none can be found for the habit of permitting 
the most crowded sidewalks of Chicago to be 
occupied by the booths and stands of venders 
of all sorts of merchandise. We hear per- 
petual complaints about the congested con- 
dition of the down-town streets and the lack 


of occupants of stores in the outlying dis- 


tricts, and still’ we permit the sidewalks 
down-town to be occupied by these stands 
and booths.”

JULIA LATHROP URGES WOMEN 
USE INFLUENCE. | 


Addresses the Lake View Club Discuss- 
ing the Effects. of Political Spoils 
System on State Institutions—Wants 
Law Passed at Next Session of Leg- 
islature to Put All Offices in Charita- 
ble Departments Under a Merit 
Board, | 

| 

Civil service methods in the management 
of State charitable institutions were advo- 
cated by Miss Julia Lathrop yesterday 
afternoon in an address before the Lake 
View Woman's club. She suggested that 
the women of the, State lend their influence 
to the movement begun several weeks ago 
for the passage of.a State civil service law 
at the next session of the Legislature. f 

Miss Lathrop appeared before the club by 
special invitation, as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Civil Service of the Illinois State 
‘Federation of Woman's Clubs. The subject 
of her address was “What Civil Service 
Means.“ | 
Common Idea of Civil Service: | 

We know the vulgar, common idea of 
civil service—a system of written examina- 
tions on remote, grotesquely irrelevent sub- 
jects,” said Miss Lathrop. The man with 
a ‘pull’ has circulated this report in the 


hope of deceiving the masses of the peopte. 


These persons have sneered at the merit sys- 
tem and treated it with contempt, but de- 
spite this the principle of civil service is con- 
stantly growing and its great benefits are 
obvious on every hand. | 
The long reign of the spoils system has 
caused a majority of the people to have a 
certain sort of contempt for officeseekers ana 
officeholders. This is manifestly wrong. We 
delegate the management of our public af- 
fairs in many instances to men who do not 
have our complete confidence or respect.” 
Then, after a brief history of the institu- 
tions, Mrs. Lathrop continued: . 
“A few years ago a @olitical party which 
had been out of power for a great many 
years came into power, and a party which 
had been in power for a great many years 
found itself out of power, 
been out was cold and hungry and naturally 
took possession of every job in sight. The 
result was that all the employés of these 
institutions, not matter how efficient they 
might have been, without regard to experi- 
ence and length of service, were compelled 
to walk out and give up their places to mem- 
bers of the victorious political party. 
There has come into the body politic a 
virus which makes it possible for the leaders 
of these parties to regard these institutions 
as instruments to be used in carrying elec- 
tions. There is no superintendent with 
enough temerity to refuse to make appoint- 
ments at the behest of political bosses, be- 
cause they themselves are political ap- 
pointees. 


Good Men Refuse Offices. 


„Imagine a superintendent of one of these 
insane asylums who is so busy studying 
and working to discover facts which may 
throw new light on the causes and cure of 
mental disease that he does not know when 
election comes around, being told one morn- 
ing to walk the plank. He asks why, and 
is told that an election has been held and 
that the political boss wants his job, or rather 
he wants the $4,000 salary that goes with it. 
We cannot expect scientific men of great 
capacity and ability to take positions in 
these institutions when they know they are 
likely to be removed to make room for some 
political favorite. 

* You ask me what todo. The first thing 
is to ereate public sentiment and then ex- 
press it at every opportunity. When the 
present indifference has disappeared, then 
demand that the Legislature pass a reason- 
able, carefully drafted civil service law. 
Then see that it is fearlessly enforeed.“ 

The question was discussed in two-minute 
addresses by club member, and the senti- 
ments of Miss Lathrop were enthusiastically 
approved. |

Phone Company to Fight. 

The injunction represents the first victory 
for the complainants in what promises to 
be a long-drawn and stubborn battle in the 
courts. The Chicago Telephone company, 
according to one of its directors, will fight 
the issue to a finish in the highest court of 
the land. A prayer for an appeal to the Ap- 
pellate Court was filed in Judge Tuley's 
court yesterday. | 

In its bearing upon the relations of other 
semi-public corporations with their patrons 
Judge Tuley’s opinion is looked upon as most 
important. It is held to be a ruling that will 
apply directly in cases where excessive 
charges are made under the cover of ordi- 
nances passed years ago, when the progress 

of invention seemed to justify the adoption 
of such rates. 

As to Excess Charges. 

One of the most significant expressions of 
the court, in the estimation of lawyers, is 
that which refers to a decision of the lowa 
Supreme Court pointing out the way by 
which subscribers of the Chicago Telephone 
company may, if they see fit, bring action 
to recover the money they have paid in ex- 
cess of the charges fixed by the ordinance. 

On this subject Judge Tuley writes as 
follows: 

In the la of the Iowa Supreme Court, 
where a public service corporation exacts greater 
charges n are authorized by the law, the pay- 
ment of such charges is not regarded as volun- 


tary, nor is the making of any protest or objection 
necessary in order to recover back the excessive 


City’s Lawyer Pleased. 

Corporation Counsel Walker found pe- 
culiar satisfaction in Judge Tuley’s decision. 
Six months ago the City Council directed 
him to begin an investigation of the allega- 
tion that the Chicag@ Telephone company 
was charging rates in excess of the ordi- 
nance. On Oct. 21 Mr. Walker gave to the 
Council an opinion that the company was 
guilty of the charge and that it had no legal 
right to fix its rates above the schedule pro- 
vided in the franchise. 

„The decision is good law, said Attorney 
Thomas A. Moran, who, with Levy Mayer, 
who now is in New York, represented the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association in the 
case. “In one particular the opinion is ab- 
solutely new, in that it allows several parties 
to unite in compelling public corporations to 
perform their duty. In this respect it is a 
| pioneer case.“ 

J. M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ association, spoke of the decision 
in a manner intimating that further suits 
might be expected against the telephone com-

ny. 
8 D. Wheeler, one of the counsel for 
the Chicago Telephone company and also 
a director in that corporation, said: 

„It would not be proper for me to criticise 
the finding of the court, arid I beg to be ex- 
cused. I may say, however, that the com- 
pany will fight the case to a finish, and al- 
ready has entered a prayer for an appeal. 
As to the effect of the decision should it be 
sustained I can only say that it may cause 
material alterations in our plans for a 
measured telephone service.“ 


Judge Tuley’s Opinion. 

Judge Tuley’s decision makes no attempt 
to review in detail the evidence in the case, 
which consisted of numerous affidavits and 
documents. Quotations from the annual re- 
ports of the Telephone company. are pre- 
sented in the decision of the court to show 
that the company recognized the necessity | 
for improving its service, one of the most 
striking being as follows: 

On account of interference by currents from elec- 
tric railways, lights, and other electric systems, it 
is not possible to insure satisfactory communica- 
tion by subscribers having grounded exchange 
lines. The character of the service in such cases 
will depend largely upon the local interference 
encountered. 

Judge Tuley comments upon this situation 
in the business of the telephone company as 
follows: 

In the face of this showing and admissions by 
the telephone company, it would be a forced con- 
struction, if any construction is necessary of the 
ordinance in question (which the company insists 
is a mere private contract between it and the city), 
to hold that the telephone company’s only duty or 
obligation as to furnishing ‘‘ telephone service is 
to furnish the grounded line service in existence 
when the ordinance was passed. 


Finds Illinois Authority. 


It was contended in the arguments of the 
defense that there was a vital distinction 
between the limitation by legislative act and 
the one imposed by the city ordinance ac- 
cepted by the Chicago Telephone company, 
but Judge Tuley held that the IIlinois Su- 
preme Court decisions were more to the point 
on this particular phase of the case than the 
cases cited by the attorneys of the defense. 
On ren, subject the court's ruling is: 

© contention that the passa ft i a 
nance in question was not the 
ereign or governing power of the State, delegated 
to the City of Chicago by its charter, but was a.

TIME TO AGREE IN MIL- 
LER-HUENING CASE, 


Judge Patton Adjourns Court Until 
This Morning After Waiting Two 
Hours for a Verdict in Breach of 
Promise Suit—Pilaintif! Takes Stand 
as Final Witness to Deny Story of 
Smacks from Man Who Was Not Her 
Fiance.

Kissing, its causes, effects, and importance, 
caused a temporary disagreement among the 
jurors in the Miller-Huening breach of 
promise case, concluded yesterday in Judge 
Patton’s court, which caused an adjourn- 
ment until this morning, Judge Patton in- 
structing the jury to bring in a sealed ver- 
dict at that time. 

The taking of evidence ended yesterday 
and the case was given to the jury about 
3 o'clock. Two hours later there were no 
signs of an agreement, although the twelve 
arbiters of Miss Miller's claim for $5,000 
damages had apparently taken great inter- 
est in the trial and familiarized themselves 
with the method and detalls of the oscula- 
tory art as practiced by the parties to the 
suit. 
The testimony closed in the morning with 
the return of the plaintiff, Miss Lizzie Mil- 
ler, to the witness stand. She declared 
Fred Leindecker did not kiss her, as previ- 
ously stated. What Henry J. Huening took 
for a real kiss was only a stage kiss, she 
clgimed, consisting of a loud smack at long 
range.

GOVERNOR SHAW IN CHICAGO. 


Is the Guest at a Dinner at the Union 
League Club—Leaves’ To- 
| night. 


Governor Leslie M. Shaw of Iowa talked 
last night at the Union League club of his 
plans for the immediate future, pending his 
installation as the successor of Secretary 
Gage at Washington. Incidentally he 

hilosophized on the prominence his State 

as achieved in national affairs as a rival 
vf Ohio in supplying public officials. 

On the latter subject Governor Shaw had 
much to say; on the former he confined 
himself to personal affairs, refusing to dis- 
cuss finance in any phase. 

Mr. Shaw arrived in the city yesterday 
afternoon from Washington, where he spent 
three days in looking over the Treasury de- 
‘partment. Last evening he was the guest 
at dinner of the National Business league. 
Tonight he will return to Des Moines, Ia., 
and begin to arrange his affairs preparatory 
to the inauguration of his successor, Gov- 
ernor-elect Cummins, on Jan. 16, and on 
Jan. 21 he will start for Washington to take 
the oath of office on Jan. 25. 

It is not certain whether Mrs. Shaw will 
accompany him, as she has made plans for 
a trip to New Mexico with a party of friends. 
None of the Shaw children will go at once 
to Washington, as they are all at school. 
Secretary and Mrs. Shaw expect to take 
apartments in some hotel. 

It would be idle for me to try to discuss 
plans or policies, said Governor Shaw, for 
it is not the time to do so. I am going down 
to Washington to do the best I know, and 
time.will tell what measure of success I have 
achieved.“ 

Governor Shaw will speak before the Na- 
tional Business league at the Auditorium on 
Feb. 27 on The Commerce and Industries 
of the West.”

CHIEF KNIGHT ONDER FIRE 


EVANSTON’S CITY COUNCIL HAS A 
STORMY SESSION. 


Refuses to Vote a Salary to the Board 
of Trade Man Who Heads the Police 
Department, but Later Reconsiders 
the Action—Mayor Patten Defends 
His Appointee, Declaring That He 
Is Acting in Good Faith—EKighit Al- 
dermen Prove Hostile. 


— 


The Evanston City Council last night vot- 
ed down an appropriation of $1,500 for the 
salary of a Chief of Police for the coming 
year, and ten minutes later reconsidered its 
action. 

The final ‘vote was the culmination of a 
stormy debate, in which eight Aldermen as- 
sailed Chief of Police Knight, each on a sep- 
arate point, and six stoutly defended him. 
Several explained their votes on the first 
motion by saying that the action would 
virtually force Mr. Knight's resignation. 

Mr. Knight could not be found last night, 
but Mayor Patten, who has defended him on 
all occasions, said the affront would not 
force his resignation. and he did not think 
the Council would take further action to 
remove him from office. : 

The annual appropriation ordinance was 
before the Council and was being discussed 
section by section. Chief Knight had re- 
quested that five policemen be added to the 
force and that the salary of each be in- 
creased $5 a month. Two policemen were 
added, but the application for increase in 
salaries was denied. This was the beginning 
of the attack on Chief Knight. 


Chief Knight Assailed. 

When the item in the budget specifying 
that $1,500 be appropriated for salary fora 
Chief of Police was read, Alderman Wallace 
moved that it be stricken out. This came un- 
expectedly to all but two or three Aldermen, 
and there were calls for an explanation. 

“In the eight months that Mr. Knight 
has been Chief of Police,“ said Alderman 
Wallace, “ he has been drawing a salary of 
$1,500 a year and there has béen no report 
made to the Council as to the disposition of 
this money.

“TI will vote for this motion,“ said Alder- 
man Seeleye, “ because every item on this 
budget is intended to pay for value received. 
No Chief can earn $1,500 a year who spends 
only ten minutes of each day in the perform- 
ance of his duties.” 

Calis dt Question, question,“ were made, 
and the motion not to allow the Chief's sal- 
ary was carried. Ten minutes later Alder- 
man Byer said that he had just been advised 
that the action might not be legal, but inas- 
much as it might have the result of inducing 
Mr. Knight's resignation he would move 
to reconsider.

J am entirely out of patience with this

road will stick to the open tariff after this. 
Rate cutting never made any friends for any 
line, and I am tired of it. We handle only 
1 per cent of the business from Chicago, 
and every time we get into it the freight 


market goes to pieces. Our cars run 28,000 


pounds, and when switching charges and 
all other expenses are paid it leaves the 
company $16 a car. For this we have to 
haul the loaded car to Buffalo and the empty 
ear back. In addition this class of freight 
demands a train service almost equal to our 
passenger business.“

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OF GERMAN JAILS 


DR. CHARLES HENDERSON RR. 


TURNS FROM LONG TRIP. 


University Professor Spends Seven 
Months Studying Conditions in the 
Penal and Detention Institutions of 
the Kaiser’s Empire—Praises Civil 
Service System There — Crime In- 
creasing Faster than the Popula- 
tion. | 


After seven months spent in Germany 
studying jail and prison conditions, exam- 
inihg cells and eating the brown bread and 
soup of the prisoners, Dr. Charles R. Hen- 
derson, President of the National Prison 
association, returned last night to continue 
his work as professor of sociology in the 


University of Chicago, 4! 


Dr. Henderson spent most of his time in 
Leipsic, where he was accorded the title 
of doctor of philosophy for the work he has 
done in sociology and statistics. In the 
stuay of criminals he visited twenty pris- 


ons in Saxony, Bavaria, Wiirtemburs, . 


Baden, Alsace, and Prussia and collected 
siauistics from the criminal records of the 
country. 
Unlike American Prisons. 

German and American prison conditions 
scarcely can be compared for efficacy of 
method,“ said Dr. Henderson. The gys- 
tems differ eomewhat and each seems to be 
the most practical for the country in which 
it is used. The Germans, however, insist on 
‘better trained men to fell their prison posi- 


tions. An admirable administration is se- 


cured through men trained professionally. 
The system of selecting officials in Germany 
is one which might well be employed in this 
country. The men work up from small posi- 
tions in the service. 

‘* Crime in Germany is increasing in great- 
er ratio than the population, and this is the 
case in America, and in fact in all the rapidly 
growing nations. It is not noticed in Greece 
or Italy. One reason is that both Germany 
and America have more laws than they 
used to have, and little crimes involve pen- 
alties. The greater crimes are not increas- 
ing in number. 

** Socialists are not crowding the German 
prisons as much as formerly. A short time 
ago, I found out, the Socialists were quite 
eager to be imprisoned because they were 
immediately hailed by their fellows as mar- 
tyrs, and were in line for offices in their 
societies. This id. now changed. So many of 
them went to jail that it was mo longer 4 
distinction, | 

German prisons are solitary confinement. 
Their discipline is stricter because they can 
keep the men from talking more _ readily. 
The Germans believe that the products of 
prison industry must not interfere with free 
labor, Therefore the prisoners do not work 
with machinery, but are kept busy on labor

“We don't like it said that many of our 
population are worse off than the slaves be- 
fore the war, but it is a fact, said the Rev.

STATE FEARS RESULTS. 


- — 


Deal Ending Competition in 
Northwest Is Denounced as 
Unjust and Illegal.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—-I Special. 
The formal plea of the State of Minnesota 
against the merging of the Great Northern 
and the Northern Pacific railways was re- 
ceived by the United States Supreme Court 
today. The court took the question under 
advisement and will give its decision in due 
time. 

The bill of complaint, which sets forth 
at length the reasons why the State feels 
damaged by the proposed consolidation— 
the injury to undeveloped lands, by the 
neglect of competing roads to build needed 
spurs; the probable increase in traffic rates, 
because of the ending of competition; and 
the general retarding of the development 
of the Northwest—was filed by Attorney 
General Wallace B. Douglas of Minnesota. 
It is a long document covering tHirty-two 


Court Accepts the Papers. 

The proceeding in the court was brief. 
Attorney General Dauslas was recognized 
as soon as the court was convened and he

tive, said there was no rule requiring such 
notice. He added: We will take the 
papers.“ 

The bill first points out the direct interest 
the State has in the proposed consolidation. 
It still owns more than 3,000,000 acres of 
public land valued at more than $15,000,000 
and traversed in part by the lines of the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific. If 
the merger is effected these roads will cease 
to build spurs into these lands or compete 
for their business. The value.of the lands 
will not increase as it has under competi- 
tion, and the State will lose in the taxable 
value of its property. The lands will not 
be opened for years and development will 
be arrested. 


Loss in Taxes Is Feared. 


It is next set up that the State expends | 
more than $700,000 annually in the opera- 


charitable, and other public institutions; 
that this is mostly raised by direct taxation; 
that the amount which can be raised and 
the successful maintenance of these insti- 
tutions for the benefit of its citizens depend 
largely upon the value of the real and per- 
sonal property within the State, which in 
turn depends largely upon free railroad 


It has been the settled policy of the State 
to encourage railroad building by grant of 
lands, and in this way over 10,500,000 acres 
have been granted, nearly all of which has 
been granted to the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific and their subsidiaries. 

The complaint alleges that the rates on 
the immense shipments of wheat and other 
merchandise over the lines of the two com- 
panies have been lower than they will be 
under any arrangement which contem- 
plates unity of control. 


Charter of Road Is Quoted. 

The bill then recites the charters and in- 
corporations under which the Great North- 
ern operates over. 500 miles of road and 
cites the clause in its charter providing 
that its affairs are to be conducted by a 
Board of Directors, which is to do all 
things necessary ‘‘ and not inconsistent with 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States or the laws of this territory or this 

It is further alleged that James J. Hill 
holds a controlling interest in the $125,000,- 
000 of capital stock. The history and char- 
ters of the Northern Pacific are similarly 
rated, special attention being paid to the 
roads:acquired and built within the State. 


Tells of New Corporation. 

Taking up the Northern Securities com- 
pany, it is set forth that it was organized 
by J. J. Hill, W. P. Clough, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, and “ other associates to the ora- 
trix unknown,” who at the time were con- 
tinually in conference over means by which 
the laws of Minnesota might be success- 
fully evaded or avoided, and that it was so 
organized solely for the purpose of effect- 
ing a consolidation of the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific. The owners of a 
large majority of the stock of the two sys- 
tems had agreed beforehand to transfer to 
the new company 75 per cent of the stock 
of the two systems on terms which are 
set forth in full, and to retire the preferred 
stock of the Northern Pacific. 

One man or board will thus, it is alleged, 
be enabled to fix all rates on lines of the 
State, determine what trains shall be run, 
remove all competition, and prevent the 
pbuilding of lines into new country or into 
competitive territory. 

This agreement and the consummation 
thereof is claimed to be in restraint of 
trade, against public policy, and void.“

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BARON ESTOURNELLES DE CONSTANT. 


Word was received yesterday that Baron Estournelles de Constant, member of the 
French Chamber of Deputies, had accepted the invitation of the Union League club to 
speak at the club’s annual Washington's birthday dinner. When M. Cambon, the French 
Ambassador, was in Chicago last members of the Union League club conferred with him 
on the subject of a speaker from France, as the orator of last year’s banquet was an 
Englishman. It was at M. Cambon’s suggestion that Baron de Constant was invited, and 
the Ambassador charged himself with the delivery of the invitation. Baron de Constant 
is known as a student of international law and economics. Although the subject of his 
address has not been decided definitely, it is probable that it will be “ International Arbi- 
tration.” M. de Constant represents the Department of Sarthe in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties and was special envoy of the French government to The Hague conference.

Mr. Cannon insisted that nothing would

Mr. Cannon closed the rather spirited col- 
loquy with Mr. Hepburn by stating that 
while he had always favored the canal he 
was satisfied the precipitate passage of this 
bill sacrificed advantages which the United

Mann Says Experts Differ. 

Mr. Mann declared that the experts who 
had examined the routes had differed widely. 
No two commissions ever had agreed either 
upon the cost or route, and it was therefore 
with some hesitancy that he accepted unre- 
servedly the report of the latest commission. 
He recalled the fact that the distinguished 
body of engineers associated with De Lesseps 
expressed the opinion that a sea level canal 
could be built from Colon to Panama for 
$100,000,000. It had cost untold millions to 
prove that a sea level canal was utterly im- 
practicable. The United States isthmian 
commission now disagreed with the technical 
commission as to methods of construction. 

He had no doubt that later commissions 
would disagree with the Walker commission. 

Mr. Mann pointed out that the estimates 
ot the various commissions appointed to ex- 
amine the Nicaragua route ran from 3831. 000, 
000 to 5180,000, 000. He did not think dis- 
crepancies in the estimates could be ex- 
plained satisfactorily on the ground of the 
enlargement of the plans of the canal. With 
practically no change except the construc- 
tion of double locks the last commission 
raised its estimate $71,000,000. He said that 
the contractors who built the Chicago drain- 
age canal on the basis of the estimates made 
fortunes in profits. 

Mr. Hepburn had expressed the hope that 
American ships might be able to go through 
the canal free of charge.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.— Representative 
Cooper of Wisconsin, chairman of the House 
Committee on Insular Affairs, today intro- 
duced a bill giving a complete form of civil 
government for the Philippines, to begin 
Jan. 1, 1904, with a Governor appointed by 
the President, a Legislature of two Houses, 
and with two Philippine commissioners to 
represent the Filipino people at Washington. 

In other respects the Cooper bill follows 
that of tor Lodge, heretofore summa- 
rized, but in the important features of estab- 
lishing a civil government after Jan. 1, 104, 
Mr. Cooper’s measure enlarges on the bill 
drawn at the War department and introduced 
by Mr. Lodge. 

To begin Work Jan. 1, 1904. 

In framing a form of civil government for 
the Philippines, Mr. Cooper follows recom- 
mendations of the Philippine commission. 
Section 5 continues the authority of the 
commission until Jan. 1, 1904, at which time 
the new civil government is to come into 
existence. 

The upper branch of the Legislature is
